Thé¥ have many strange customs 
and beliefs. It is considered a deg-| 
radation for Banyoro men to dig or! 
till the soil, so milk and meat are 
their most staple forms of dict. 

A few days after we had entered 
the Unyere country, we noticed a 
number of shrines in every direction. 
Our inquiries elicited the informa-| 
tion they were ghost shrines. When) 
sickness comes to the Banyoro 
people, they say that it is one of! 
their enemies—the ghosts of their) 
ancestors—who its attacking them, so) 
they proceed to capture the evil) 
spirit. / 

Ghosts, they believe, like hot 
cooked meat. Therefore, meat is) 
cooked in a large cooking pot near) 
the dwelling hut of the sick man or 
woman As soon as the pleasant 
aroma of the meal reaches the} 
dwelling, the Banyoro believe that 
the evil spirit enters the cooking pot 
to enjoy the feast. As soon as the 
food is cooked and ready, they seal 
it up. The potted ghost is then taken 
away from the village and buried in} 
the ground, the place of interment 
being marked by the erection of a 
ghost shrine. | 

Another quaint belief of the Ban- 
yoro ts that once a man has been en-j 
throned as king of that country, his! 
person becomes sacred. His food is) 
restricted to milk and beef, which 4s) 
obtained from a special and sacred 
herd of cows which are always kept 
apart from the other herds. 

The king of Unyoro never permits 
himself to grow old or his facuities| 
to become impaired. When he thinks, 
himself likely to become seriously) 
in, he calls together a counctl of! 
state, arranges the affairs of the) 
kingdom with the principal chiefe—/ 
without giving them any reason for) 
thinking that he is about to die—j) 
and dismisses them to carry out his);
